Wi Davis, 55, was In jail at Ashdown 
Monday night facing a first degree 
murder charge, in collection with the 
death of a woman he claimed to be 
his wife, 54, who died al a doctor's 
office a short time after being drag- 
ged from an abandoned well five miles 
northeast of here. 


Aside from claiming that his wife 


received injuries that resulted in her 
death through a fall into the well 
while she was intoxicated, Davis de- 
clined to make a statement. Examin- 
ing trial probably will be held Tues- 
day or Wednesday, a coroner's jury 
having held to Davis to blame for her 
death. 


The couple had been married only 


si{( weeks, wedding in Johnson City. 
Term., according io Davis. A card 
found in the woman's effects bore 
the name of 'Mary Doaks, Tulip, Ark- 
ansas.' Officers prepared to start an 
investigation there to determine the 
identity of the death victim. 


Mr. and Mrs. W. J. Gilbert ap-

3,000 Men Expected To 


• Be Employed By Pro-

MEMPHIS, June n.-(/P)-lnforma- 


tion was received here that Maj. Gen. 
Lytle Brown, chief of engineers at 
Washington, had allotted an additional 
sum of nearly $3,000,000 to be expend- 
ed for levee and river improvement 
work in the Memphis district. 


The 
amount—2,861000—would 
in- 


crease to nearly $9,000,000 the allot- 
ment for flood control work. Capt. L. 
C. Gordon, executive officer of the 
Memphis river district headquarters 
said. 


Expenditure of the amount would 


be distributed between Cairo, III., and 
the mouth of White river near Helena, 
Ark., and give employment to a mini- 
mum force of 3,000 men. 


Of the additional amount appi'opriat- j 


ed, $1,500,000 would be spent for con- 
traction works in the river cribs and 
dikes.

Many Truck Cro|s 


Study of Truck Crops 


Will Be Made By 


Visitors 


The many phases of experimental 


work being carried on at the Fruit 
and Truck Branch Experiment Sta- 
tion in Hempstead county will be ex- 
plained to visitors on the annual visit- 
ing day June 20. Agricultural leaders 
of the state will appear on the pro- 
gram which will be held in the after- 
noon and will discuss the problems of 
farmers in raising and marketing their 
crops Ihis season. 


The morning will be devoted to trips 


over the farm and the various ex- 
permiental plots will be shown and 
the work explained by members of 
the staff. Experiments 
in 
various 


crops will give results of 
fertilizer 


tests, spray and dusting practices, com- 
parison of transplanted and non-traps- 
planted plants, rates of planting, prun- 
ig, dale of planting, depth of plant- 
ing, and studies in different adaption 
o£ different varieties of truck and 
fruit crops. 


Studies in truck crops will include 


cantaloupes, cucumbers, Irish potatoes 
sweet potatoes, tomatoes, and water- 
melons. 
Fruits will include straw- 


berries, grapes, peaches, pears, figs, 
cherries, plumbs, apples, blackberries 
raspberries, currents, gooseberries, and 
other small fruits. 


Fertilizers tests in cotton and corn

was in power, but lack of funds slow- 
ed the building work and for several 
years the costly equipment was uss- 
less in so far as providing China with 
a much needed standard coinage was 
concerned. 


But with the advent of the nation- 


alist regime and removal of the capital 
to Nanking, the project was revived. 
The new ministry of finance tjjok over 
the whole thing, despite the ?3,000,000 


debt hanging over it and under the di- 
rection of T. V. Coong, finance min- 
ister, has pushed it to completion. 


The technical expeft of the new 


mint is Clifford Hewitt, of Philadel- 
phia. He has been on the job here 
since 1920, sticking to it through all 
the years of delay. 


The mint has a capacity of 400,- 


000 coins every ten hours and is

Black Locusts 


Prove Profitable 


Trees Make Finest Fence 


Rests Obtainable Is 


Opinion 


WALNUT RIDGE, Ark., June 17.— 


black locut grove planted on the farm 
of L. J. Andrews near here is prv- 
ing very profitable. Three quarters 
of an acre was planted to black loucst 
seedlings in the spring of 1923. Last 
winter Mr. Andrews cut his first crop 
of posts. The trees had grown post 
size before this lime, but last winter, 
instead of cutting one post from a tree 
it was possible in many cases to cut 
as mnny as three seven-foot posts 
from a single tree, states Chas. A. Gil- 
lett. University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture, Extension service. 


Ovei- 200 posts were cut out, or 


enough posts to fence three sides of a 
forty acre tract. These posts, at a 
value of 20 cents apiece, would cost 
$40. 
The grove was thinned out, and 


it is almost impossible to tell where 
they were removed. 


It is estimated that over 2.000 posts 


are left, which, if valued at 20 cents 
apiece, would make the total value 
of the grove S-WO in seven ye^rs, or 
approximately $Gi a year. Black locust 
sprouts retadily when trese are cut 
down, so that after a plantation is 
once started it can easily reproduce 
itself. 


A black locust plantation is a big 


asset to a farm. 'If one has a piece 
of limestone soil, or wishes to use a 
piece of rich soil, why not take steps 
now and plan to set out an acre next 
spring?" asks Mr. Gillet, Extension 
forester. The Agricultural Service of 
the University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture can furnish information 
concerning the planting and care of 
black locust seedlings.
